New York, Feb. 3. 

A pussenger aboard the 
American ver Unites Slates 
has been found dead in his cabin 
with a bullet wound In his head, 
2 spokesman for the United 
States Lines sald here tonight. 

He sald a cable from tho lincr, 
which Is ws route from New 
York to Souttampton, identified 
the man as Norman Edward 
Comber, whose body was found 
in his tourist class cabin, The 
only address available, the 
spokesman said, was that ” the 
man Jived “somewhere In Essex, 
England.” 
A gun was found in the man’s 
bedclothes. There weis no wit- 
nesses to the shvoting, the 
spokesman said. He said cir- 
cumstances indicated suicide. 
An investigation will be mude 
when the United States reaches 
Southampten, he added. 
The cable from the ship did 
not reveal whether the mun was 
travelling alone. It did not give 
bis age-ur other details, —Unlted 
Press.

Young Charles learnt hi4 
poems faster than he had 
before, so Sherover put his 
idea up to the University of 
Carolina. Impressed, the 
University decided to test a 
group of students. 


The students were told 
they were being tested with 
the electro-encephalograpn 
which meabures’ the waves 
of the brain, and they wen: 
to sleep with the machine 
electrodes attached to th: 
skulls, Nothing was said to 
them about the experiment 
of jearning during sleep. 


Actually the encephalo- 
graph was an essential part 
of the test. Our brains give 
off different tiny electricai 
waves when we are awake 
and when we are asleep. 
The waves when we are 
awake are short, sharp and 
fast. In sleep the waves are 
slower and lacking in 
pattern. 

When the encephalograph 
recorded that a student was 
asleep, a muted phonograph 
which had been concealed 
in the pillow began to 
recite a list of {\fteen short 
words. It recited them 
monotonously over and over 
again, thirty times. 

The next morning the 
students who ‘had been 


taught in their sleep were 
tested, together with a 
group which had not been 
taught in this fashion. 


The two groups were 
asked to memorise the list 
of fifteen words while 
scientists stood by with 
Blop-watches, — Those who 
had been chanted to in) the 
night memorised the Hist in 
a quarter Jess time than 
these who had not. 


Other experiments also 
showed the same satisfac- 
tory results, The inner 
mattress school method may 
mean a general speeding up 
in all learning. 


BAD HABITS 


The system has possibili- 
ties, too, in getting rid of 
bad habits such as nail 
chewing. At the College of 
William and Mary, Dr 
Lawrence Leshan made an 
experiment to see if he 
could cure 20 boys of the 
habit of nail chewing.

noted a pleasing all-round im- 

cent fn the standard of 
play In tho last two Tests, and 
that only a pedant would 
attempt to single out Hutton 
for further criticism, In short, 
1 regarded his captaincy as 
excellent in these matches. 

A further point, Sir; my 
opinions have been criticised as 
gratullous—particularly in the 
light of the final outcome. This 
I do not deny but at the time
